SPECIAL BUSINESS MEN’S MEETING 

A large meeting of the business men 
of Edmontorm was held in the mauncil 
chamber yesterday afternoon for the 
purpose of discussing proper sites for 
a post office and court house. Mayor 
Short occupied the chair and F. F. 
Tims acted as secretary. The meeting 
was opned by a speech {[ranf'the chair- 
nan setiing»ferthi the reasons for call- 
ing “the meeting. It-had~been devided 
to send a delegation to Ottawa to im- 
press upon the government the neces- 
sity of providing Edmonion with a 
suitable port, office-and court hoase. it 
was thought best to first cheose a site 
so that the delegaiion could go to Ot- 
tawa with hb definite request, Offers 
of siter were then called for and Mr. 
Mercer, a8 president of the hoard of 
trade read a long list of proffered jo- 
cations boih for court house and post 
offices. 


For a court house a site 150x300 
along side of the old brick sxbnol house, 
overigokwmg the valley, at present be- 
iorging to tte Mechodist mission was 
offered for $4,000. It was moved that 
this site be accepved if aN arrange- 
ments would-be satisfactory and the 
motion weceived the enureky unani- 
mous endorsation of the meeiiny. 


A port office gite was then discuss- 
ed. Numerous sities were chosen only 
to be rejected and it soon became evi- 
dent that the meeting could not agree 
—as it wae dividing on sectional lines. 
Discussion was called for on the ques- 
tion of «should the, post -affice be on 
or off Jasper avenue and & majority 
voted a favor of having it off the 
main street. The price asked for the 
lots offered were in mestocasés away 
beyond theirwalue, One lot 50x100 on 
a Bide street was offered for $15,000— 
the rate a HO a foot. It was then 
moved that a a site could not be 
agreed upon off main street that a 
site on naipptreet be acoepted. This 
motion was@efeated by a vale of 28 
to 24. After another long diseus- 
sion during which many left the meet- 
Ang it Wap deiaded to ad jourm the meei- 
sng tO reassemble ai 4 o'clock, Wed- 
nesday afternoon, April ist.

Now that the season is approaching 
when the various aih'etic clubs are 
ta'king about organizing, I wpuld like 
to make a puggesiion that has been 
‘ong in my mind. It is to the effect 
thai the varieus clubs should consoli- 
date. and form one strong athletic as- 


Sociation. im pasi years there has 


been a basebali club, a footuall club, 
a cricket club, and a sacrasse ciub; 
under a Beparate executive, each secun 


ing a precarious support from the de-| 


votees of the pporc i. encourages, The 
consequences has been that Edmonton 
has seldom excelled in summer sports, 
Various gumes flourish for a short 
time perhaps, end an the fisst of July 
Edmonton teams sally for.u io. .meet 
opponsnts. They meet them with more 
or less success, generaliy the latier, 
and then all games fall into “innmocu- 
ous desuetude,’ to use & much hack- 
neyed phrase. ; 

Bat if an &ssocia'tion of the different 
clubs were formed, uthletics would be 
pul upon a more permanent hasis. ‘Nhe 
association would be strong financially 
aud able te command the suppor: of 
ous citizens, who have always been 
livaral in the matier of athleties it 
would thus be able to provide adequate 
facilities for the different games Which 
its members might desire, and to di- 
rect its mémbets toward one parii- 
lar came in which it might wish io ex- 
ecl, thus providing Edmonton with a 
team which would do her hosor .in 
contests with outside teams, But 
the chief benefit which spch an associa- 
tion might confer upon the sporis of 
our town, would be the securing of a 
Buitable athlecic field. Whatever . ef- 
forts towurd chis pnd “ave already 
be¢n made,—ind they are few,—have 
been weak, incoherent and misdireci- 
ed; and at the present time there: is 
no place where any game can be play- 
ed with either pleasure oer profit. A 
strong executive, however, with suf- 
ficient money at iis back, could easily 
acquire greunds und impreve them so 
that they would not exactly resemble 
the virgin prairie, which, however, ad- 
mirable it may b? for some purposes, 
is nov an ide&l campus. 

I contend then, Mr. Editor, for the 
refsons stated abgve, that such an 
association would be the best thing 
that could hap;.cn in the interests of
